DOMESTIC. 


The Great St 
P oughkeepsie (N. Y.), October 19th.—No 
western passengers passed here since morn­ 
ing. Reports from along the New York 
Central snow that the passenger trains are 
blocked west of Rochester by snow and ice. 
St. Pacl (Minn.), October 19th.—The 
snow is mainly confined to the southern part 
of the State, along the Southern Minnesota 
road and from Sioux City east to S t James. 
On these lines the cuts are full of snow, and 
drifts Beveral feet deep are on the track. No 
trains have moved since Friday night on the 
Hastings and Dakota Railroad, and travel is 
prevented _ by snow east of Stewart. On the 
northern lines there is some detention to the 
moving of trains, arising mainly from the 
disabliog of telegraph lines by wind. There 
is some snow, however, on the St. Paul, Min­ 
neapolis and Manitoba Railroad, in the 
wooded country west of Red river. 
C hicago, October 19th.—The Inter-Ocean's 
Muskegon’s special eays: Not a vestige is 
left of the schooner Granada, which went to 
pieces off shore here. Only two survivors 
have been rescued—Wm. BiesselJ, mate, and 
Argus Tinklator, the Captain’s brother. The 
latter reports that the vessel left Chicago 
with a smart breeze on Friday evening, but 
the steering apparatus soon became worth­ 
less, and the schooner was at the mercy of 
the wavee, the storm hourly increasing in 
violence. Saturday noon the steward and a 
sailor died of exposure, and he himself prayed 
for death. Sunday noon the land was sighted, 
and they began to make a raft. One sailor 
was caught between parts of the rocking 
vessel and nearly crushed, but was wrapped 
in canvass and put on the raft. The waves 
washed him overboard. The Captain lost 
his hold by the breaking of the raft and was 
drowned when near shore. Tinklator held 
on for a while and then swam ashore. All 
the rest of the crew—number not stated— 
were drowned before their eyes. 
C hicago , October 19th.—The fate of the 
Alpena is still doubtful, although pieces of 
her wreck have been picked up along the 
shore. The owners are quite confident that 
the vessel will be found to have reached port. 
An Associated Press agent has been sent by 
team to Stony Break from Montague, to learn 
all the particulars about the wreckage of the 
Alpena which came ashore there. The vessel 
was 175 feet long, 35 feet beam and 12 feet in 
hold, valued at $80,000. She was insured 
this year for the first time for $20,000. She is 
15 years old. Her Captain was N. W. Na­ 
pier, of St. Joseph. The mate wa3 ------; 
second mate, J. H. Kelly; first engineer, — 
Robinson ; second engineer, R. Palton ; stew­ 
ard, John Bowen ; clerk, A. S. Hayes. She 
also had four cabin boys, two wheelmen, two 
cooks, two firemen, one porter and eight deck 
hands—total, 25 in her crew. The company 
keeps no duplicate list of passengers, but es­ 
timates that they numbered sixty to seventy. 
C h icag o , October 19th.—The steam barge 
Trader, which plies between Chicago and 
Muskegon, and does a lumber business, and 
which, according to advices and reports of 
the officers of schooners who have seen her 
wreckage, has been lost and gone to pieces 
on the east shore of Lake Michigan, was cap­ 
tained by Frank Brown and manned by a 
crew of ten. All hands have probably per­ 
ished. 
M o n ta g u e (Mich.), October 19th.—Sec­ 
tions of the Trader and of the Alpena have 
been washed ashore at Stony creek, near here, 
including the Alpena’s wheel, a piano, ropes 
and lumber. 
H o lla n d (Mich.), October 19th.—A man 
just in from Venture, eight miles north, says 
that during last night a bucket, two life-pre­ 
servers and a cabin door—all marked “Al­ 
pena”—came ashore there, together with a 
lot of camp-stools, part of a forward deck, 
the inside portions showing fine graining 
work, one piano with the upper lid gone, 
Vischer, of New York, maker; also an oval 
stairway and a bucket were found on the 
beach a mile north of the harbor. The bucket 
is marked “ Steamer Alpena.” Nothing else 
was marked. Men are watching the shore 
for other portions. 
Grand H aven (Mich.), October 19tb.— 
The passengers on the Alpena, as far as can 
be learned, were : \V. S. Benham and wife, 
M. Cross, Mrs. B. F. Curtis and Captain H. 
V. Squire, of Grand Haven ; Mrs. Bradley 
and two daughters, of Santa Fe, New Mex­ 
ico ; Mrs. B. Cole, of Illinois—sister of F. 
H. Holbrook, of Muskegon, agent of the 
Goodrich Line; H. T. Locke, agent of Hill 
Brothers, New York ; Rev. Farrell Ilait and 
wife, White Pigeon, Michigan ; Mr. Ridger, 
agent of glass works, Syracuse, New York; 
John J. Bowen, ex-steward of the Alpena; 
John Osborne, wife and three children, Chi­ 
cago ; Maggie Maek, ex-stewardess of the 
Alpena ; N. P. McGiloray, St. Joseph, 
Michigan ; a man with three children, name 
unknown ; C. Kuster, Fred. Spaieth, G. Halt- 
inger. Grand Rapids ; L. Landreth, Muske­ 
gon. The following are supposed to have 
been on the Alpena: L. D. Peyton. New 
York; Harry L. St. Clair, Chicago; W. C. 
Pettit, Chicago ; a Jew by the name of Bob 
Sinsky, a scrap iron buyer, of Chicago. 
Siocx Citt (la.), October 19th.—A storm 
of slegt set in here Friday, and became a 
severe snow-storm on Saturday, continuing 
is a modified form through Sunday and yes­ 
terday. All the railroads leading to this city 
except the Sioux City and Pacific have been 
blockaded, but the Central is open to-day, 
and the other roads are fast getting out of 
the drifts. The weather has not been cold, 
but large losses in stock are reported. Nearly 
every farm suffered. One man in this county 
is reported to have lost 300 bead of sheep. 
Losses of cattle from one head to five head 
in Dakota, Nebraska and Iowa are reported. 
The “ oldest inhabitant” does not remember 
a storm of (such se verity so early in the sea­ 
son, 
H o lla n d (Mich.), October 19th.—Pieces 
of the wreck of the Alpena are coming 
ashore. A piano has been identified. The 
body of Mrs. Bradley of Santa Fe was the 
first to come ashore. She had been spending 
the summer at Grand Haven with two chil­ 
dren. Watchers are patrolling the shore, 
waiting for further developments. 
The Colorado DIIBcnlty. 
W a sh in g to n , October 19th.—Commis­ 
sioner Meocham, in a letter of October 6th 
from I.os Pinos, says it is believed by him 
that the compromise with the Indians was 
made in good faith by Agent Berry. It was 
no put-up job, as some teamsters claim. The 
Indians would not_ agree that the murderer 
should go to the military camp, but said they 
would allow him to go to Gunnison, if his 
trial and conviction would follow. The 
escort was chosen by the prisoner himself, 
and it was believed that the danger was over. 
W a sh in g to n , October 19th.—The follow­ 
ing dispatch has been received at the Interior 
Department: 
Denver, October 19, ISsO. 
Hon. C. Schurz, Secretary of the Interior: As 
there is no telegraphic communication to Gunnison 
City, I am unable to get accurate ami reliable re­ 
ports from there. 
1 have no advices of two com- 
jianies of State militia having started for the 
reservation, and disbelieve the rumor. The informa­ 
tion which reaehed me U that the Sheriff arrested 
Berry over a week ago attheA geucy; that Berry 
persuaded the Sheriff to accompany him to the 
cantonment about four miles distant, where he 
escaped from the Sheriff. Two dispatches were re- 
c iv.el here to-day concerning him—one stating that 
he in secreted by Indians, the other that lie is pro­ 
tected by the commander of the post. I respect­ 
fully request you to require the commander of the 
post to deliver him to the Sheriff of Gunnison 
county »t Gunnison City. 
This will avoid the ne­ 
cessity of the Sheriff taking a State force 
with him to make the arrest. 
Although his 
efforts to escape have strengthcucd the ennvieti n 
as to his guilt, 1 have no ar prehensions as to his per­ 
sonal safety when once in tbe custody of the Sheriff 
at Gunnison. Captain Cline has been in Jail for 
about a week without being molested. The Sheriff 
has telegraphed me that Kerry and others aressfe 
from mob violence in Gunnison. If you desire to 
have tlioimilitary commander deliver him to tha 
Sheriff, I should like to be informed of the decision, 


so that I u.ay notify the Sheriff at once that further 
preparations for making the arrest are unnecessary 
FRED. W. 1'ITKIX. 
South Arkansas (CoL), October 19th.— 
Berry is not at the Agency. He is supposed 
to be concealed among the Utes, awaiting 
instructions from Washington. 
Denver, October 19th.—The Governor this 
evening received advices from the Interior 
Department that a telegram had been sent to 
Agent Berry to the effect that if a criminal 
process of the State is to be served upon him 
by lawful officers, and his arrest made, the 
I nited States troops cannot interfere. In 
case the militia are with the officers, and 
without process, the 1'nited States troops 
may be called upon to eject them, but no 
collmon shall be provoked, and if discretion 
u used none need occur; that the United 
States Attorney has started for the Agency, 
and will give all necessary advice.

The estate, 
valued at $9,500, consists mainly of the 
furniture and fixtures of a Chinese restau­ 
rant at No. 710 Jackson street. The ter- 
tator directs that the restaurant business 
be conducted by Cheong Que, one of the 
executors, until the arrival of Cliey Yu 
from China. In this connection the will 
contains the following provisions : “ The 
said Chey Yu is to continue to conduct the 
said business under the same style and 
name as now, namely, 1 Yuen Fong,' until 
the said business shall be turned over by 
said Chey Yu to my son Choy Kee Fun, 
or to Kee Fong, as hereinafter provided. 
The said Cheong Que shall have a salary 
of $60 a month for conducting said busi­ 
ness, and the said Choy Yu shall have a 
salary for conducting said business, after 
he succeeds said Cheong Quo, of $40 a 
month. Each, while conducting said busi­ 
ness, to have his board at the restaurant, 
in addition to his salary.” Another pro- 
vison of the will directs an accounting and 
division of profits at the end of each Chinese 
year. It is also provided in the will that 
the executors shall satisfy themselves of 
the capacity of the first son to manage the 
business before it is turned over to him. 
If the first son is not found capable, or if 
his habits are not good, the second son is 
to have cuntiol of the restaurant upon at­ 
taining the age of 21 years, provided he is 
capable.

EXPECTING TO LOSE NEW YORK. 
It has been apparent for some time that 
the Democrats are preparing for defeat in 
New York city, and one of the surest indi­ 
cations of this is the desperation of their 
attempts to oréate the impression that the 
Republicans contemplate fraud there. 
The fact is that John Davenport has taken 
such thorough precautions that the usual 
Democratic games are blocked, and the 
registration of voters under fraudulent 
naturalization papers, and the voting of 
dummies and repeaters, and all such de­ 
vices. have been forestalled. Seeing that 
their main reliance was being taken away 
by these means, the Democrats have been 
trying to get Davenport removed. They 
have trumped up charges against him, and 
had him arrested, but he has had the iaw 
on his side so clearly that none of the 
Courts would hold him. Being unable to 
effect anything in that way they have re­ 
sorted to vague charges of fraud, and now 
Mr. Davenport has replied to them by 
challenging Tammany to produce proof of 
fraud, aud by undertaking to stop it wher­ 
ever it may be pointed out. Tammany ha3 
not replied to this challenge, and it is safe 
to say that it will do nothing of the kind. 
It knows, aud Davenport knows, where all 
the great election frauds of the past have 
been devised, and he is armed with all the 
evidence, while they have no recourse 
against his exposures. They will find it 
necessary to abandon this dodge like the 
others, and as they are estopped from 
stuffing the ballot-boxes this year unless 
they do it openly aud by force, they evi­ 
dently have little or no hope of carrying 
the city a3 of old. 


THE BUSINESS MEN AT WORK. 
It is evident that the business men at 
the East are thoroughly awake to the 
danger of a Democratic victory, and to the 
nature of the “ change” which can alone 
be brought about by the success of that 
party. There has never lieen a time in the 
history of the country when all the repre­ 
sentatives of our material interests were 
to bo found so solidly opposed to the 
change proposed, or whan they were so 
profoundly concerned about it. As a rule 
this class of men bestow far too little time 
and attention upon politics, but this year 
they realize the necessity of their active 
participation in the canvass, aud conse­ 
quently they are making themselves seen 
and felt everywhere. A significant indica­ 
tion of the tendency of things is the pub­ 
lication in the Xorth American -Review of 
an address to the people, signed by a score 
or more of the most substantial merchants 
and manufacturers of the Atlantic States. 
They say that the best interests of the 
country demand a continuance of the ex­ 
isting oonditions ; that no change possible 
under Democratic rule could be other than 
disastrous ; and that there is no ground 
whatever for desiring any change. The 
Democrats themselves have utterly failed 
to establish any grounds for a change ; the 
business men declare positively that the 
prospects of the country are now all that 
can bo dc-eired; and consequently the 
people will act upon these showings, and 
veto the proposal for a “ new deal.” 


HANCOCK'S CORRESPONDENCE. 
It is said that his friends propose to 
make Uancock write another letter, for 
the purpose of convincing the country that 
he really knows the difference between the 
tariff and local option. In an interview 
the other day he told a Democratic re­ 
porter that the tariff was purely a local 
question, that the General Government 
rarely interfered with it, and much mere 
to the same general effect. His iuea that 
the tariff is a local question has naturally 
created much merriment, and now it is 
said that he must write a letter to show 
the public that he understands the ques­ 
tion. Such a device, however, will not 
serve him or his party's turn. It Í3 evi­ 
dent that he spake freely from the depths 
of his unfathomable ignorance when he ad­ 
dressed the Paterson reporter. Of course 
there are Democrats who know what the 
tariff is, and some of them could write a 
letter for him. But the country already 
knows all it has to expect from his states­ 
manship upon that important subject, and 
it is not necessary to make it still plainer 
that if ever he is called upon to express an 
opinion on the question he will be obliged 
to get somebody else to do it for him. 
Moreover, it may be thought that he has 
written too many letters already. 
Ilis 
backers relied too much upon his judg­ 
ment when they gave him carte blanche. 
There never was a candidate who needed 
more urgently to be condemned to silence, 
and the deprivation of pens, ink, and paper. 


6EERMAN AND HAMPTON. 
The correspondence between Secretary 
Sherman and Wade Hampton emphasizes 
the backward condition of Southern civili­ 
zation. Hampton has been put forward 
as a conservative Southern man, and as 
one who did not openly approve the law­ 
less and violent methods employed in his 
section. Yet this conservative Southerner 
now appears before the country in an en­ 
deavor to disprove a political charge by 
recourse to murder. He appears to think 
it possible to vindicate himself from the 
suspicion of sympathy with violence by 
proving that be is ready to fight. Secre­ 
tary Sherman did not, as appears, charge 
Hampton with being allied directly with 
the Kuklux. W hat he implied was that 
Hampton and the Kuklux were practi­ 
cally working for the same end, aud about 
this there is no room for controversy. 
Mr. Sherman’s answer to the fiery South 
Caroliniau íb dignified, incisive and reso­ 
lute. He takes back nothing, denies noth­ 
ing, but enters into an explanation which 
gives fresh barbs to bis former words. 
He points out coolly and plainly that 
Hampton and his friends owe the political 
power they now enjoy entirely to the 
atrocities of the Kuklux ; that their dom­ 
ination rests entirely upon “ actual crimes 
“ of every grade in the code, from murder 
“ to the meanest form of ballot-box stuff- 
“ ing.” He calls the attention of Hamp­ 
ton to the fact that some of the worst of 
these crimes have been committed sinee 
1877, when Hampton and lus associates 
“ gave the most solemn assurances of pro- 
“ tectiou to the frcedmen.” And he pro­ 
ceeds to draw the just and logical inference 
that though Hampton may not himselt 
have joined in midnight rides and shooting 
and whipping, he and his friends have, by 
their acceptance of the fruits of these 
outrages, rendered themselves liable to be 
classed “ a3 joint copartners with the 
“ Kuklux Klan in the policy which has 
“ thus far been successful in seizing 
“ political power in the South, and 
“ which it is hoped, by the aid of the 
“ small segment of the Democratic party 
“ in the North, may be extended to all de- 
“ partments of the Government.” It is in 
this sense, says Mr. ShermaD, that he 
spoke of Wade Hampton and the Kuklux, 
aud ho concludes by assuring his corre­ 
spondent that he and his friends are pur­ 
suing a fatal policy, since “ the manhood 
“ and independence of the North w ill cer- 
“ tainly continue the struggle until every 
“ Republican in the South shall have free 
“ and unrestrained enjoyment of equal 
“ civil and political privileges, including 
“ fair votes, a fair count, free speech aud a 
“ free press.” All this is of course per­ 
fectly legitimate political discussion, yet 
Wade Hampton meets it by a wild denun­ 
ciation of falsehood, and the belligerent re­ 
mark, “ My address will be Columbia, S. 
“ C.!” Well might a Democrat, on read­ 
ing this correspondence, remark that 
“ This tomfoolery will lose us 50,000 votes 
“ in the North. Would to the Lord that 
“ the mule had killed Wade Hampton, 
“ instead of breaking his leg!” Indeed, it 
must be confessed that Mr. Hampton has 
dene his party more harm in this canvass 
than the whole solid South can repair. 
His rash reference to the “ principles of 
“ Lee and Jackson ” first opened the eyes 
of the North to the real purposes of the 
Democracy and the real meaning of the 
solid South. And now he has contrived to 
remind the North of the old-fashioned 
methods by which Southern men, before 
the war, undertook to browbeat and bully 
their opponents. 
Certainly Wade Hampton's senses must 
have taken leave of him before he rushed 
into print as a challenger in this way. Doe3 
he imagine, perchance, that if Secretary 
Sherman were foolish enough to fight a duel 
with him, and if he were to kill Sherman, 
his affiliations with the Kuklux would be 
aDy the leas apparent ? Why these are Ku­ 
klux ways altogether, Mr. Hampton. The 
time when civiliced men exchanged cartels, 
aud “ went out,” has long passed away in 
progressive communities. It is only where 
civilization has been arrested, as in the 
Southern States, that men continue to 
screen homicidal propensities behind the 
fetish of “ honor.” Wade Hampton can­ 
not degrade Secretary Sherman by calling 
him a liar. The country will sit in judg­ 
ment upon the aontroversy, and will con­ 
demn the dishonest disputant without any 
regard to the requirements of the “ code.” 
In this case there is no room for doubt as 
to where the blame rests. What Mr. Sher­ 
man said of Mr. Hampton was true, and 
when Mr. Hampton denies its truth it is 
he who is dishonored. For him to assert 
that he and his “ conservative” friends have 
not profited by the crimes of the Kuklux 
Klan is lor him to perpetrate a falsehood 
which is not only mean but stupid, in­ 
asmuch as the nation is able to 
perceive its falsity in an 
instant. 
And it is still sillier for Mr. Hamp­ 
ton to fancy that Southern men will 
any longer be permitted to threaten and 
browbeat Northern men. The time for 
these humiliations is gone by. There can 
never again be such a stain upon the man­ 
hood of the North as was implanted when 
the brutil bully Brocks struck down the 
noble Sumner in the National Capitol, and 
the outrage was unrescnted. No Southern 
swashbuckler can cram the infamies of the 
Kuklux and the solid South down North­ 
ern throats at the point of the pistol. The 
North has felt its strength, and at last 
knows what it is entitled to. 
Wade 
Hampton's puerile attempt to draw Secre­ 
tary Sherman into a duel will only react 
upon his friends, his section, and his party. 
It is a fresh proof of the impossibility of 
trusting the Government in such hands. 
Political controversy, Mr. Hampton has 
yet to loam, must be free and untram­ 
meled, and when a political opponent tells 
unpleasant truths, it is not permissible to 
call him out and shoot him for his boldness. 
The course of Mr. Sherman in this corre­ 
spondence has been manly, frank, and 
eminently judicious. He speaks »£ a man 
whose cause is too strong to allow him to 
give way to temper, yet who will not flinch 
from the assumption of whatever responsi­ 
bility his utterances may bring. As for 
Hampton, he has destroyed himself. 


THE QUARREL OVER THE FUNERAL. 
The New York Sun’s article on the 
Democratic situation, extracts from which 
we published in our dispatches yesterday, 
is a pretty sure 'indication that Dana has 
no longer any hope. When a leading party 
organ turns round upon its party in the 
very crisis of the campaign, and abuses it 
for having 
made 
bad nominations, 
we do not require to be told that that 
organ has ahandoned all idea of success. 
The Sun, as everybody knows, advocated 
the nomination of Tilden, and accepted 
the actual choice of tho Cincinnati Con­ 
vention grnmblingly. 
Having done so, 
however, it made no reservations, but en­ 
tered vigorously into the canvass, and led 
the abuse of Garfield with its usual 
instinct for slander and vituperation. And 
now, finding that the country is by no 
means inclined to accept its views of the 


situation, and perceiving that Hancock is 
virtually defeated, it hastens to throw the 
blame upon the party managers, and inti­ 
mates that if Tilden had been nominated 
everything would have been well. The 
Sun is a very poor judge in politics, and in 
this case its prejudices completely blind 
it. The truth is that its course has done 
its party far more harm than good, 
but that no nominations that could 
have been made would have averted the 
defeat of the Democracy, because no nom­ 
inations would have altered the fact that 
the party relies entirely upon a South made 
solid by force and fraud. The Democrats 
have failed to give the country credit for 
any sense of political morality ; and that 
has been their fatal mistake. Neither Til­ 
den nor any other m an could have made 
head against the reactionary effect pro­ 
duced by a solid South. As to Tilden, he 
would have been a weaker candidate even 
than Hancock, for he has a peculiarly vul­ 
nerable record. The Republicans would 
have asked nothing better than the nomi­ 
nation of the Sage of Cipher Alley. They 
would not have been under the necessity 
of inventing charges against him. His 
connection with the cipher dispatches, his 
connection with the gigantic election frauds 
of 1868, his implication in a score of dis­ 
creditable enterprises and adventures, 
would have been so used as to make the 
Sun sadder and more despondent than it is 
to-day, and at an earlier stage of the cam­ 
paign. It is, however, exceedingly odd to 
observe how the Democratic advisers 
manage to avoid the real cause of 
the party’s troubles, and how 
they 
fasten upon irrelevant and insignifi­ 
cant 
points. 
The true reason why 
Ohio and Indiana did not go Democratic, 
and why Democratic banners are every­ 
where trailing in the mire, is that the 
party lia3 undertaken to make a Presi­ 
dential campaign on the basis of organized 
fraud, and that this organized fraud is per­ 
petrated upon the franchise, which the 
Democratic platform has said to be the 
“ right preservative of all rights.” The 
solid South is killing the Democratic party, 
not Hancock, nor the want of Tilden or 
Hendricks. English, no doubt, is a repul­ 
sive old usurer, but lie could not have 
xveighed down the ticket had not the North 
felt that the latter was nothing but a 
figure-head for the solid South, and that 
the whole Democratic party was merely an 
auxiliary to that organization. 
The 
Sun will not admit this view of the case, 
because it has committed itself to the 
ridiculous theory that Tilden is a great 
and good man, whose name is held in ven­ 
eration by the people. It is almost a pity 
that this nonsensical hypothesis could not 
have been tested, but it would have made 
no difference to the final result. The 
Democratic party must learn to be honest 
and to respect the freedom of the ballot 
before it can elect a President. 
FALSIFYING TEE RECORD. 
The new Examiner seems to have learned 
some of the baser tricks of paitisan jour­ 
nalism very rapidly. It lias made a dis­ 
creditable beginning by falsifying its own 
party platform. In an article on the Chi­ 
nese question it says that the plank in the 
Democratic platform cn that subject reads : 
“ Amendment of the Burlingame treaty. 
“ No more Chinese immigration, except 
“ for travel, education and foreign com- 
“ merce, and that even to be carefully 
“ guarded.” The words we have italicized 
do not appear in the Cincinnati platform at 
all. The resolution as actually adopted is 
as follows : “ Amendment of the Burlin- 
“ game treaty. No more Chinese immigra- 
“ tion, except for travel, education and 
“ foreign commerce, aud therein carefully 
“ guarded.” The change interpolated by the 
Examiner Í3 not an innocent one. It 
is 
clearly 
intended 
to give more 
significance and emphasis to a plank which 
in reality is both feeble and unmeaning. 
The Cincinnati Convention did not care 
two straws about the Chinese question, 
aud was with uifiiculty persuaded to say 
anything about it. What it did say had 
no real purpose behind it, and as we have 
heretofore showed, it conveys no assur­ 
ance of any change in the existing situa­ 
tion. Certain California Democrats, per­ 
ceiving the weakness of their platform, 
have undertaken to alter it to suit them­ 
selves, and have substituted the words 
“ that even to be ” for the word “ therein,” 
seeing that the latter means nothing. The 
Democratic platform gives no promise of 
relief in regard to the Chinese. That is 
the plain fact, and the Examiner will never 
become a “ first-class ” journal if it does not 
keep itself free from such pettifogging and 
despicable tricks as it has been guilty of in 
this instance. 


DEMOCRATIC TACIICS ON THE CHINESE 
QUESTION. 
E ds. Kecord-Union : The Democratic 
newspapers of California, with the tacit ap­ 
proval of the delegates sent from this State 
to the Cincinnati Convention, have, with de­ 
liberation and persistence, suppressed the 
most important part of the national platform 
on the subject of Chinese immigration. As 
this plank has been published on this coast 
and commented upon by the Democratic ora­ 
tors (some of whom were at Cincinnati), the 
National Democratic party resolved against 
Chinese immigration except for the_ limited 
purposes of travel ami education. Yet when 
the true Chinese plank is read as adopted by 
the Convention, and which may be found 
published in the campaign lives of Hancock 
designed for Southern circulation, and in the 
leading Democratic paper* of the East, the 
suppressed words appear, and tho words sup­ 
pressed are of such import as to allow Chinese 
to come to this country to engage in trade 
and traffic of every description. This is the 
way the real document reads : 
Eleventh— An amendment of the Bur,ingame 
Treaty ; m> more Chinese immigration, except for 
travel, education and foreign commerce, and that 
even carefully guarded. 
As published in the Democratic newspapers 
in California, and explained by the Demo­ 
cratic stump sptaktis. some of whom are 
necessarily cognizant of the fraud, the bogus 
section is made to read : 
_ 
“ An amendment of the Burlingame 
Treaty ; no more Chinese immigration, ex­ 
cept for travel and education, aud therein 
carefully guarded.” 
The concealment of the circumstance that 
the National Democracy were willing that 
the Chinese might come to this country for 
commercial purposes, 1 suppose, was a great 
political neoe-sity, like the cipher dispatches, 
ami in the first instance made a great lie by 
telegraph nece«sary, folk wed by numerous 
lies of the same nature from Democrats of 
high social standing; and now the exposure 
has come, other lies will be necessary. In

THE CANDIDATE FOR MAYOR. 
New York, October 19:h.—Win. H. Grace, 
nominated for Mayor by the united Dem­ 
ocracy yesterday, is a member of a firm iu 
the banking, shipping ancT commercial busi­ 
ness of New York, San Francisco and Callao. 
The Herald's reporter adds: The various 
firms control a large proportion of the trade 
between South America aud (he (Jnited 
States, owning and oontroling a great num­ 
ber of vessels, and having established agen­ 
cies in different South American countries. 
Oae of the most flourishing of these branch 
houses was in Valparaiso, but with the out­ 
break of war came the breaking up of this 
trade, as the firm embarked in the business of 
supplying the Peruvian Government with 
munitions of war and other necessaries. The 
trade of the firms, in fact, has em­ 
braced almost every article to be found 
on the list of exports and imports 
of South American States, from supplies pur­ 
chased by the Railroad King, Henry A. 
Meiggs, for the prosecution of his gigantic 
schemes, to the simplest necessities of life 
that are bought by South American?. They 
have large Government contracts with Peru 
for the export of guauo and nitrates, and 
carry back general merchandise, ship chand­ 
lery, etc., and while they own many ships 
they are consignees of many more, 
so 
that it is not an 
uncommon 
thing to see in one of their offices 
a dozen captains waiting at once for instruc­ 
tions. 
Editorially, however, the Herald 
says : Leaving John McKeau out of the ques­ 
tion, Mr. Kelly has selected the only 
Catholic in the list. Why? For what good 
reason ? Mr. Kelly is not blind or deaf. He 
is not silly or heedless. He knows perfectly well 
that one of the most injurious, one of the moat 
dangerous, elements which can be injected 
into American politics is that of religious 
prejudices and fanaticism. He knows per­ 
fectly well that his nomination of Grace will 
impart this dangerous, this uncalled-for, dis­ 
turbing element into our politics. 
He 
knows as well as any other man in the com- 
that munity his nomination of Gracefor Mayor 
will be laid hold of as ati attempt to place 
the city under Catholic influences and 
rule, and by his own act Kelly thus 
forces his own Church into a political 
discussion, and exciteB the fanaticism ot its 
opponents and the fanaticism of its support­ 
ers as well. He is supposed to desire the suc­ 
cess of his party. That party is just now 
making a death struggle for the Presidency, 
and against such odds as seem to make defeat 
very probable. Behold ! Kelly insists on an 
act which, as he knows, as everybody knows, 
will arouse a new kind of prejudice, to be 
sure, but none the less damaging for that, 
against the Democrats, and drive not one but 
a dozen new nails into the Democratic e ffiu. 
He may wish to defeat the Democratic party, 
but is it proper that he should use bis Church 
as a club with which to beat out his party’s 
brains ?

M erced, October 19th.—President Hayes 
and party passed here last night on the 
south-bound train, on their way to Los An­ 
geles. A large number of citizens assembled 
at the £1 Capitan Hotel with music to re­ 
ceive the party. The President was in bed 
when the train arrived, but the music, to­ 
gether with tne shouts of the people, caused 
him to arise and malee a hasty toilet, when 
the short time allow ed for the train to stop 
was consumed by handshaking and congratu­ 
lations by the large crowd assembled to see 
the President of the United States. Mrs. 
Hayes and others cf the party failed to show 
themselves. 
Iii-sriMTful 4trail- at Modesto. 
Stockton, October 19th.—Last evening iu 
Modesto, as Judge Wallace was addressing a 
Democratic meeting, word was received that 
President Hayes would pass through the 
town ou the 9 o’clock train from Sun Fran­ 
cisco, on his way to the Yosemite valley. A 
band of music was thereupon sent for, and 
took up itB station at the depot, a distance of 
some 500 feet from the Democratic rostrum. 
The musicians were informed that the 
train was late, aud were requested not 
to commence playing until Wallace had 
concluded his speech, which would be prior 
to the arrival of the President. A crowd 
gathered, aud the band, at a little after 9 
o’clock, began to play. In consequence a 
large number of persons left the meeting and 
joined the crowd at the depot. W. E. Tur­ 
ner, indignant at the turn affairs had taken, 
got upon a bench and charged the act of the 
musicians to the Republicans, who, he said, 
were desirous of disturbing the meeting, 
declared that in future there should 
never be a Republican meeting in Mo­ 
desto if he could prevent it, and advised 
all Democrats to disturb any such gatherings. 
These remarks were received with applause 
by a few of the more radical and violent of 
the auditors, but Judge Wallace at once 
arose, and addressing the crowd, said that he 
hoped if they cared for the cause of the IV- 
mocracy that they would never be guilty of 
acting in any such an ill-considered manu-r, 
or of attempting, under any circumstances, 
to disturb or interfere with the meetings of 
the Republicans, fie wa3 loudiy applauded, 
but Turner was bent upon carrying out his 
purpose, if possible, aud made a futile 
attempt to rally around him the Me­ 
diato * Hancock Guard for the purpose 
of dispersing, as he termed it, the 
“d—d Republicans.” When the train arrived 
there was a dense and turbulent crowd upoD 
the platform, aud while President Hayes was 
in the act of speaking, cheers were given, at 
the instance of Turner, for Hancock, aud 
were succeeded by cheers for Tilden and for 
Hayes. In the confusion among the crowd 
several women fainted. Rows then ensued, 
in many of which Turner was conspicuous, 
and the uproar continued well into the night. 
A man named Kelly, of San Francisco, 
claiming to be a captain of the Blue and Gray 
Legion, was knocked down during the melee. 
The actions of Turner and his followers 
are condemned by all respectable and

The facts, as found by the com­ 
m ittee, a rc : 
Tiiat the Coannitten on Sweepstakes, 
upon arriving 
at 
the am phitheater, found the 
stallion Mohawk Chief as a com petitor in the ring. 
That upon consulting the Committee Book'placed 
in th e ir hands they discovered that the name of 
said animal h id not been placed therein. 
Upon 
cal ing the attention of the party in charge of said 
horse to th e fact,-it was suited th at the entry had 
been made with the entry clerk, but, through error, 
had not been given to the committee. 
The committee thereupon placed his name upon 
tke book, and proceeded to make their examination. 
A fter careful consideration, the hweej,stake Com­ 
m ittee awarded the premium, unanimously, to Mo­ 
hawk Chief. 
Upon the return of the committee to 
the office of the entry clerk, it was discovered th at 
Mohawk Chief had never been entered for the sweep­ 
stakes upon the entry book. 
A ctreful examination 
was had of the list of entries forwarded from Palo 
Alto, which confirmed the fact th at the name of 
Mohawk Chief did not appear as being entered in 
th is particular class. 
The committee thereupon were again called to­ 
gether, reversed their decision, aud after delibera­ 
tion awarded the prem ium in sweijMtakes to Eeho, 
owned by L. H. Titus, as the best animal entered in 
the eiass. 
The oommittce regrets the necessity for the action 
taken in the m atter, bu t the rule betug so impera- 
live, in their opinion, leaves uo other ccurse to be 
pursued.

BENSON D. BECKLEY. 


The Board of Supervisors met pursuant to 
adjournment, Mr. Wilson in the chair. 
A communication was receive! from H. S. 
Crocker & Co. in relation to the stationery 
contract of the county for the ensuing year. 
The matter of said contract, which was here- 
t fore awarded,w as reconsidered and referred 
back to the Committee on Contracts, and 
after consideration cf the subject was again 
reported to the Board, with the recommenda­ 
tion that the previous contract he confirmed 
and the bond for the same approved.

His Arraignment—Motion, for His Dis­ 
charge Overruled—Plea of Not Guilty. 


Benson D. Beckley was arraigned yester­ 
day in the Superior Court, for the shooting 
of Dr. Summers, and called upon to plead to 
the indictment found on the 16th instant by 
the Grand Jury for the crime of manslaugh­ 
ter. Upon being arraigned, and previous to 
pleading, a motion to set aside the indict­ 
ment was made by his counsel, C. T. Jones, 
upon the ground that it had not been found, 
indorsed and presented as provided in the 
Penal Code, and for the further reason 
that no indictment or information had been 
found or filed against the defendant within 
thirty days after he had been examined by a 
magistrate and held to answer. Mr. Jones 
stated that the objection to the form, etc., of 
the indictment was at this time only techni­ 
cal. and that he relied upon the discharge of 
the defendant, either upon the ground of no 
indictment or information having been filed 
witl in the time expressly required by statute. 
He held, that inasmuch as the defendant had 
been held to answer in due form, it was the 
duty of the District Attorney, under Section 
809 of the Penal Code, within 30 days there­ 
after, to file in the Superior Court an inform­ 
ation charging the defendant with the cffen-e 
fur which he had been committed. That the 
defendant had been duly held to answer to 
the crime of manslaughter, on the 27th 
day of 
July, 
1880, 
and 
that 
since 
then 
no 
information 
had 
been 
filed 
in 
Court 
by 
the 
District _ Attorney, 
nor was an indictment found sgainot the de­ 
fendant until the 16th day of October, 1880, 
to which indictment the defendant was now 
called upon for the first time to plead. 
In 
support of the motion, counsel cited portions 
of Sections 1382 and 1383 of the Penal Code, 
which read as fullows : 
“ Section 1382. The Court, unless good 
cause to the contrary is shown, must order 
the prosecution to be dismissed in the follow­ 
ing cases : Where a person has been held to 
answer for a public offense, if an indictment 
is not found or an information filed against 
him. within thirty days thereafter. 
“ Section 1383. If the defendant La not 
charged or tried, as provided in the last sec­ 
tion. and sufficient reason therefor is shown, 
the Court may order the action to be contin­ 
ued from time to lime, and in the meantime 
may discharge the defendant from custody on 
his own undertaking of bail for itis appear­ 
ance to answer the charge at the time to 
which the action is continued.” 
Iu opposition to the motion, District A t­ 
torney Buckley stated that he had not filed 
an information against the defendant for 
manslaughter, because, in his judgment, the 
defendant should have been held to answer 
for a higher offense; and that having been 
held to answer for manslaughter, the law 
would not permit the filing of an information 
charging a greater offense. The District A t­ 
torney a’»o expres-ed grave doubts as to the 
constitutionality of the law authorizing the 
trial of capital offenses by information, claim­ 
ing that the Supreme Coutt had as yet failed 
to pass upon the matter, and until that tri­ 
bunal had sustained the law he preferred to 
submit important cases to the Grand Jury ; 
that by an Act of the last Legislature t:o 
more than one Grand Jury can be impaneled 
in this county in any one year; and that the 
Grand Jury which indicted the defendant 
was the first and only one impaneled since the 
offense under consideration was committed. 
Mr. Buckley argued that the new Constitu­ 
tion did not abolish the Grand Jury system 
of 
prosecutions, 
but 
merely 
authorized 
the 
Legislature 
to 
direct 
whether 
prosecutions 
should 
bo 
conducted 
by 
indictments or informations, or by both; 
and that the Legislature had by statute de­ 
clared that criminals might be prosecuted by 
either method. The next Grand Jury will 
probably meet iu October, 1831, and should 
the to-tailed information law be declared un- 
constituti mal (if defendant’s position be cor­ 
rect), persons cannot be indicted who commit 
crimes thirty days previous to the meeting of 
that Grand Jury. The defendant was held 
to answer on the 27th day of July, aud inas­ 
much as he was indicted by the first Grand 
J ury which met since the commission of the 
offense, ho claimed it to be a sufficient reason 
and good cause, under Section 1383, why an 
indictment was not found within thirty days 
subsequent to the 27th day of July. 
U [ion conclusion of the argument, the Court 
decided, first, that the District Attorney, be­ 
lieving that instead . f being held for man­ 
slaughter, the defendant should have been 
held for murder, aud that filing an informa­ 
tion for manslaughter would afterwards 
preclude a trial for a higher crime, was a suf­ 
ficient cause for his not filing an information 
within 30 days. Second, that inasmuch as 
there was no Grand Jury in session prior to 
the one which found the indictment, and only 
one can be impaneled under the present law 
each year, the finding of the indictment in 
this case is good as complying with the spirit 
of the section referred to. 
The motion to ret 
aside the indietment was therefore overruled, 
and the defendant pleaded not guilty. 
The counsel for defendant then made a mo­ 
tion that defendant be allowed to go, awaiting 
trial, upon his own recognizance, and claimed 
this a3 an unquestioned right under the above 
sectioD, in which he claimed that the word 
“ m ay” was mandatory, meaning that the 
Court shall accept the personal recognizance 
of the defendant. 
The Court decided that the language was 
not mandatory, aud required that bi-mls in 
the sum of .«5,000 be given, which was com­ 
plied with.
